Important to Shippers. 
Editors Chicago Tribune : 
I desire to call the attention of shippers, throagh 
your valuable commercial paper, to a responsi bilt- 


ty they imcur, which very few, if any, are aware 


of. New York commission houses have adopted a 
custom of giving purchasers of breadstuffe and 
provisions six to twelve days after the property is 
delivered, to pay for it—thas giving possession of 
the property without payment or security—and 
then call this a cash sale throwing the riek of the 
purchaser's failure upon the shipper who bas sent 
the same to be sold. 

For example, George Twist tn Chicago ships 500 
barrels of flour to Lather Shirk’s commission 
house in New York for sale. The flour comes to 


hand; Luther Shirk offers the flour on ‘Chaoge,’ 


and E:ekiel Humbug purchases the floar. Nothing 
ie eafd about time or terms, because both under- 
stand that the bill is to rua at least ten days—long 
enough to get the four to Liverpool. Well, ten 
days run out, and nothing from Ezekiel; twelve 
days pace by, and no money. By this time Mr. 
Shirk begine to make inquiry for Mr. Hambug, 
and lo! be is told the flour was shipped the day of 
sale, and Ezekiel took dn advance on it, from a. 
Liverpool commiselon house. of near its value, 
and took paesage in a steamer fur Australia eight 
days ago.’ 

. Then what? Why, Mr. Lather Shirk writes to 
the shipper, Mr. George Twist of 

stating the circumstances, with a bill of 
freight advanced and commiesions for seil- 
ing and for acceptance of draft, etc, 


and asking Mr. Twist, in a very pleasant way, to 


remit the amount of such commissions and ad- 
vances, at the same time expressing regret that 


euch occurrence shuuld happen, and deeply sympa- 
thizing with Mr. Twist, bat saying “such is the 
custom of our city {” 


Now, Mesers. Editors, this is no fiction. Simi- 


lar caace tranepire every year in New York, and I 
might eay crery month. There are several wit- 
neeses in Chicago, who have been victims to that 
caetom. To avoid this, let every shipper require 
ef bis consignee to be accountable for the prop- 
erty to ite full value, and thus take the riek of his 
own acts. If your regular consignee won't do it, 
go to auotherwho will, There are as good houses 
as there are in New York, that will be thas ac 
countable, and I advise all to patronize sach hon- 
orable houses as repudiate that custom and pay 
the owner, though they do lose the article or ite 
value. “A word to the wise is suffici-nt.” —
